We маги from an exchange that the Xa- 
poe Cremation Society was fully organiz- 

April 4th in Philadelphia, the preliminary 
meeting about a month ago having been at- 
tended by six gentlemen and one lady, who 
thought a popular move in favor of ceroma- 
tion could be better induced through an or- 
ganization than by mere individual example. 
Otto Gautzer, who was one of the most ac- 
tive in advocating the idea, was made Presi- 
dent, and after some rules had been drawn 
ор, the official organization was completed 
by electing a foll board of officers, The rules 
referred principally to the methods in which 
funerals should be conducted, and provided 
that the society should furnish a сойо, hearse 
anit one carriage, and pay all other expenses 
of transporting the body from the late гоі 
ence 14 the crematory. M the relations of 
the deceased wished to Invite thelr friends 
or make of the usual display of a funeral, 
they were to the right to do so at their 
own expense, Communication with the own 
erm of the erematory at Washington, Pa.
